Govern- 
ment agents along the border were 
understood to have received instruc- 
tion* for an impartial embargo on all 
munitions. 


El Paso, May 12.—Ten thousand 


Carranza troops today were ordered 
into th*> bandit infested district of 
northern Mexico to prove before ne- 
gotiations begin in Washington that 
the de facto government is able to 
control the citizens.

German Attacks RepuUed 


Paris, May 12—Two heavy German 


attacks against the northern slopes of 
Deau Man's hill last ni.jld were re- 
pul«ed by the French, ssi'I an officail 
statement from the war office today. 


The German assault aimed at the 


recapture of positions taken by the 
French on May 10th, were repulsed by 
1'roi ch curtain fire. N^-ar Avocourt 
and in the region of Douaumont and 
Vaux cannonading continued through- 
out the night but there were no in- 
fantry attacks. 


The French 
issued a 
statement 


denying the truth of reports that the 
French at one stage of the Veidun 
fighting contemplated retiring from 
their positions east and defending the 
citadel from the west bank of the 
Meuse. The report stated this move 
was contemplated through fear that 
the Germans would break the French 
front west of the Meuse threatening 
envelopment of the forces on the east 
bank. "At no time during the battle 
of Verdun have the French contem- 
plated such a move," it was stated. 


Dutch Sailors Mutiny 


Amsterdam, May 12.—Three hun- 


dred Dutch sailors munitied and pa- 
raded the streets of one of the sub- 
urbs of aBtavia and Tclegraff reports.
